[DONALD W. SMITH was born in Washington, D. C. He graduated from the Washington Pre- 

paratory School and attended George Washington University 1924-27. Mr. Smith worked in 
the Department of Labor and for many years in the Department of Commerce. He served as 
Clerk to United States Trade Commissioner at Singapore 1927-29; Assistant Trade Commissioner 
at Singapore July |, 1929, and at Tokyo July |, 1933. He was Trade Commissioner at Batavia 
June 1935, and was assigned to the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, in Washington, 
in July 1938. Later that year he went to Tokyo as Assistant Commercial Attache. 

Mr. Smith was transferred to the Foreign Service of the United States, under the Department of 
State, on July |, 1939, and assigned to duty in the Department on April 14, 1941, in the former 
Special Division (now Special War Problems Division). He served as Special Disbursing Officer 
of the M. S. Gripsholm in the second exchange of American and Japanese nationals in Portuguese, 
India, and also acted in the same capacity in the recent exchange of American and German 
nationals at Lisbon. 

Mr. Smith has recently been detailed temporarily to the Department of Commerce and desig- 
nated to serve as Liaison Officer between the Department of Commerce and the Department of 
State.

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Canada’s Exports in 1943

ANADA’S export 
C trade, under the con- 

ditions of wartime, is 
largely the reflection of 
the increasing magnitude 
of her war _ industries, 
which reached their peak 
or near-peak production in 
1943. As the result, the to- 
tal of our domestic and 
foreign exports during the 
year attained the unprece- 
dented figure of slightly 
more than three _ billion 
dollars. In other words, we 
exported in 1943 commodi- 
ties at the rate of two 
hundred and fifty million 
dollars a month, or ap- 
proximately ten million 
dollars per working day— 
by far the highest figure 
in our history. Well over 
seventy per cent of these 
exports were materials 
used directly in the carrying on of this 
total war, and were sent where they would 
best serve the cause of the United Nations. 
While the great bulk of our exports went 
as always to the United Kingdom and the 
United States, our exports to the Middle 
East and to the Far East, both of them 
war zones, were enormous. Moreover, ex- 
ports of munitions to Russia were of un- 
precedented value. 

The shipping situation has so far im- 
proved in recent months as to allow the 
unrestrained movement of munitions of 
war from stock-piles in Canada to all the

far-flung war fronts of 
the world, in preparation 
for the great campaign of 
1944, Already Canadian 
equipment is in front-line 
service in every theatre of 
war. The war workers of 
the Dominion and indeed 
the whole of the Canadian 
people may well be proud 
of the response which has 
been made to the eall, for 
maximum production, for 
maximum assistance to 
those who are fighting our 
battles overseas. Cana- 
dians at home have not 
grown weary of support- 
ing their compatriots who 
are fighting the battle for 
freedom all over the 
world. The proof is that 
our exports in 1943 were 
more than three times as 
large as in 1939. And 
while they increased in

kind. 

The growth of our export trade during 
the war period has far exceeded the sub- 
stantial rise in imports entered for con- 
sumption, so that in 1943 our “favour- 
able” balance of commodity trade will ex- 
ceed one billion three hundred and fifty 
million dollars. That enormous figure, 
which is exclusive of our exports of newly- 
mined gold, was more than twelve times 
the “favourable” balance of commodity 
trade recorded in 1940, when it was one 
hundred and eleven million dollars. This 
stupendous record has been achieved by 
freely pouring cur enormous production of 
munitions of war into the channels where 
they will be of greatest service to the com- 
mon cause. 

In recent years, the publication of in- 
formation regarding the commodities con- 
stituting the greater part of our export 
trade has been restricted by security needs. 
Today, with the submarine campaign of 
the enemy defeated and the Battle of the 
Atlantic won, the necessity for silence no 
longer exists. The tide of battle has turned, 
and the record of our achievement gives 
no aid and comfort to the enemy, while it 
brings joy and satisfaction and pride of 
achievement to every Canadian heart. 

In the first place. Canadian agriculture 
and the Canadian fisheries have supplied 
Britain’s great need for foodstuffs after 
nexrt

CANADA’S EXPORTS IN 1943 


many of her former sources of supply had 
been cut off. Taking the main items of 
food, such as wheat, flour, canned fish, 
bacon, cheese, processed milk and eggs, 
our total exports of Canadian products 
have increased from one hundred and 
eighty-three million dollars in 1939 to four 
hundred and eighty-three million dollars 
in 1943. The great bulk of this has gone 
to Britain, and Canadians have gone short 
of certain of their home-produced foods in 
order to supply the urgent needs of the 
Mother Country. 

Exports of the products of our forests, 
less essential but still very important to 
the conduct of the war, and including 
such commodities as lumber, pulpwood, 
wood pulp and newsprint, have increased 
from two hundred and seven million dol- 
lars in 1939 to three hundred and forty- 
one million dollars in 1943, in spite of the 
depletion of our civilian labour force by 
the claims of the armed forces. Exports 
of strategic non-ferrous metals such as 
aluminium, copper, nickel, lead and zinc 
have risen in the same period from one 
hundred and eighty-three million dollars 
three hundred and thirty-three million 
dollars. Again, exports of non-metallic 
minerals and their products, including as- 
bestos, abrasives, petroleum products and 
coal, have increased from twenty-nine mil- 
lion dollars in 1939 to sixty-two million 
dollars in 1943. Exports of chemical prod- 
ucts, including explosives, have risen in 
the same period from twenty-four million 
dollars to eighty-six million dollars. 

The increase so far mentioned have been 
in the exports of commodities normally 
sent out from this country in quantity in

times of peace. Naturally enough, the in- 
creases in our exports of finished articles 
required for the special needs of war have 
been far more startling. Exports of motor 
vehicles and parts, including trucks, gun 
carriers and tanks, show a stupendous in- 
crease from twenty-six million dollars in 
1939 to four hundred and seventy-two mil- 
lion dollars in 1943—a fact which recon- 
ciles one to using the old car for another 
year. Exports of guns, amounting to only 
a few thousand dollars in 1939, totaled one 
hundred and forty-four million dollars in 
1943. Exports of cartridges and shells, 
valued at one million dollars in 1939, at- 
tained three hundred and fifty-four million 
dollars in 1943. Finally, exports of ships, 
aircraft and Canadian Army and Navy 
stores, which were only about one million 
dollars in 1939, have risen to one hundred 
and seventy-six million dollars in 1943. 

Canadians, then, may well be proud of 
their achievement on the home front in 
1943. While we cannot all go to war, we 
can all support our forces overseas and 
our allies all over the world with food, raw 
materials and finished equipment for war. 
The record shows that we have done so in 
1943, and we shall continue to do so as 
long as may be necessary 


“Till danger’s troubled night departs, 


And the star of peace return.”

HE Foreign Service Liaison Division 

was organized in July 1939 with the 

approval of both Houses of Congress 
and the President. Its creation was an 
important part of a reorganization plan 
devised by the Department of State and 
signed by Secretary Cordell Hull. 

In this plan, the Secretary of Commerce 
was authorized to designate an official in 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce to act as Liaison officer with the 
Department of State. Since December 
1940, this division has been known as the 
Liaison Office. 

Its broad functions are as follows: 

(1) It insures the prompt transmittal 
of commercial, industrial and financial in- 
formation received from the Foreign Ser- 
vice Officers through the Department of 
State to the appropriate divisions and of- 
ficials in the Bureau. 

(2) It reviews requests originating in 
the Bureau or with business interests in 
the United States and transmits them to 
the Department of State for forwarding 
to Foreign Service offices abroad. 

(3) It carries on administrative activi- 
ties relating to Foreign Service as set 
forth in the reorganization plan creating 
the office. Among them are the careful 
scrutiny of reports made by Foreign Ser- 
vice Officers on matters of particular in- 
terest to the Department of Commerce, 
and the creation of training activities and 
assignments for those Officers detailed to 
Commerce work. 

War has naturally brought material 
changes in the normal functions of the 
Liaison Office. With world trade widely 
disrupted, many of its activities have 
been hampered, some have been definitely 


Liaison Office has been called upon to as- 
sume the difficult role of maintaining a 
steady flow of information vital to the 
successful prosecution of economic war- 
fare. 

Because of wartime delays and the 
urgent need for obtaining data as prompt- 
ly as possible, the use of telegrams and 
airgrams has been constantly increased. 
This is particularly true of reports ema- 
nating from European and Far Eastern 
countries. 

The extent to which such rapid means 
of transmittal have been used is indicated 
in these few figures. In 1942, a total of 
7,807 telegrams passed through the 
Liaison Office of the Bureau. In 1943, the 
combination of telegrams and airgrams 
rose to 14,659, and the first quarter of 
1944 shows a considerable increase over 
the same quarter last year. 

Meanwhile, there has been no surcease 
of detailed reports. In fact, 23,720 were 
received from Foreign Service Officers in 
1943. Aside from these, there is a con- 
tinual stream of miscellaneous reports. 
These include market surveys, trade com- 
plaints, economic reviews, and _ special 
dispatches concerning the operation of the 
Proclaimed List of Blocked Nationals and 
other forms of trade controls and restric- 
tions. In 1942 these numbered 13,467; in 
1943 they rose to 15,099. 

Keenly aware of the necessity for Amer- 
ican business to plan carefully for its 
postwar international trade, the Liaison 
Office is aiding the Bureau’s efforts to 
obtain as much data as possible on eco- 
nomic conditions in nations beyond our 
shores and boundaries.

VISITORS ENTRY AND DEPARTURE 
REGULATIONS—BRAZIL 


Council, on behalf of many of its 
rs, has been discussing with various 
ials of our Government the treatment 
orded United States citizens traveling 
under current conditions in the various 
South and Central American Republies. 
he Brazilian Government has issued new 
regulations covering the entry and depar- 
ture of temporary visitors. A summary of 
the principal changes contained in these 
new Brazilian regulations follows: 
“Article 1. Aliens entering the country 
on a temporary basis are not required, dur- 










ing the period covered by their consular 
Visa, to prove their registration by means 
of the Identity Card referred to in Article 
11 of Decree Law No. 3082 of February 28, 
1941. 


“Artiele 2. Upon arriving at their point 
of destination the visitors referred to in 
the preceding Article will deliver to the 


police authority charged with the inspec- 
tion, the two copies of the consular form 
vith which they have traveled. The num- 
ber of the application form will also be 


entered in the passport. Once this formality 
has been complied with, the alien may 
ider himself to be registered.

BEESWAX AND CARNAUBA WAX 


The Chemicals Bureau of the War Production Board has recommended the removal 
of beeswax and carnauba wax from List C of General Imports Order M-63. 

The matter is now under consideration and discussion with the various agencies and 
Kovernments involved, and some definite decision is anticipated. However, until official 
notification of the proposed change is received, the Chemicals Bureau emphasized, the 
importation of these commodities remains subject to all restrictions of M-63. 

Members of the Wax Importers Industry Advisory Committee gave their approval 
to this proposed step at the meeting held in Washington. 

Carnauba wax, used in the production of shoe polishes, floor polishes and finishes, is 
imported from Brazil. Used in the production of candles and cosmetics, beeswax is im- 
ported from the general Caribbean area, Portuguese West Africa and Brazil. 


OFFSHORE IMPORTS—1943 


Offshore imports into the country in 1943 totaled 31,000,000 long tons, 6,800,000 more 
than in 1942 and 16,976,421 tons less than in 1941, the Division of Stockpiling and Trans- 
portation of the War Production Board reported.

More than 95 per cent of the total tonnage of offshore imports for 1943 represented 
commodities listed on the shipping priorities schedules of the War Production Board. 
These schedules list quotas for various imported commodities, as well as priorities, and 
are an important part of the system of controls administered by WPB to insure utilization 
of available shipping space for materials vital to war production and essential civilian 
economy, 

Only 4.6 per cent of the import tonnages of 1943 represented commodities not covered 
by the shipping schedules. Officials pointed to this small figure as evidence of the effec- 
tiveness of the priority system, noting that it included imports from the United Kingdom, 
Spain, Portugal, the U.S.S.R. and other countries where, because of special conditions, the 
shipping schedules have been applied only partially or not at all. 

Although there has been an enormous increase in the amount of shipping available 
to the United Nations in the past year, officials said, the greatly accelerated demand for 
military uses has kept the amount available for the import program extremely tight and 
has necessitated the continuation of the import controls. ;

BEVERAGE CANE SPIRITS IMPORT CONTROL 


To close a loophole in the beverage cane spirit import control order, M-374, the War 
Production Board amended the order to place the imports of beverage cane spirits into 
Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands, Hawaii and Alaska under its control. 

Officials explained that the order as originally written established controls only over 
importations direct from foreign countries into the continental United States, although 
the intention was to limit all foreign imports whatever the routing. This left the door 
open for an uncontrolled movement of beverage cane spirits from foreign countries into 
the United States by trans-shipment through the territories and possessions. The order 
does not apply to bonded imports for trans-shipment to foreign countries and does not 
affect the production quotas for United States territories and possessions. 

Order M-374 requires specific WPB authorization for imports of cane beverage spirits. 

The quotas for importation of cane beverage spirits, exclusive of aged rum, for the 
calendar year 1944 under its order M-374. This order was issued in March as an outcome 
of the agreements reached by representatives of the United States and Cuban Governments 
for the purchase of Cuban molasses and industrial alcohol by the United States for the 
war alcohol program. 

The quota figures that follow have been set at the suggestion of the various interested 
agencies of the United States Government. They are all given in proof gallons and apply 
for the period January 1, 1944, through December 31, 1944.

WPB pointed out that the assignment of these quotas is permissive only, and that 
the United States Government could not undertake to give any assurances that bottles, 
barrels, or shipping space would be made available. Bottles are controlled under WPB

Foreign Service Officers. This type of ac- 
tivity, interrupted by the war, produced 
excellent results in prewar years’ by 
bringing Foreign Service experts in direct 
contact with American businessmen inter- 
ested in foreign trade. It gives every indi- 
cation of being even more helpful at this 
period when the need to prepare for the 
peacetime of the future is so apparent. 

Itineraries of these visiting Foreign 
Service Officers are planned by the Liaison 
Office at the suggestion of the Department 
of Commerce field offices. 

The conferences supplement the work of 
the Department of Commerce and the De- 
partment of State to make available all 
possible information concerning foreign 
markets and the potential postwar re- 
quirements of foreign countries. At the 
same time, the program is affording an 
opportunity for the Foreign Service Offi- 
cers to obtain wider first-hand knowledge 
of business conditions and problems in the 
United States.

up-to-the-minute news on the economy of 
friendly nations throughout the world has 
been reinstituted. The medium is the De- 
partment of Commerce international pub- 
lication—Foreign Commerce Weekly. The 
material is provided by Foreign Service 
Officers abroad. 

Under this plan, economic reviews are 
sent in the form of airgrams. Thus, they 
will be received by the Liaison Office with- 
in two or three days after being written. 

The program has been set up on a stag- 
gered basis, so that over a month’s time, 
Foreign Commerce Weekly will carry cur- 
rent information on most of the impor- 
tant countries of the world. 

Thus, another feature that formerly 
served as a continual help to American 
international traders has been revived. 
And thus, the functions of the Liaison 
Office have been expanded. 

The Liaison Officer maintains an office in 
the Department of State where he devotes 
a considerable part of his time conferring 
with its officials. In this way, the efforts 
of both State and Commerce are smoothly 
coordinated and duplication is avoided.

Latin American Trade. ete.—Continued 
signed to inereuse post-war commerce be- 
tween the United States and Latin Amer- 
ica, among the Latin-American republics, 
and with the world at large, were adopted 
at the recent New York committee meet- 
ings of the Conference of Commissions of 
Inter-American Development. 

The Committee on International Trade, 
headed by Dr. Jose A. Mora of Uraguay, 
recommended that tariffs be reduced; quota 
restrictions, export taxes, unfair sanitary 
measures and other trade barriers be elim- 
inated, and customs and consular regula- 
tions be simplified. 

It also recommended adoption of govern- 
mental measures to prohibit private cartel 
ugreements in restraint of trade, and to 
make technological information available 
in countries where it is lacking 

Elimination of direct or indirect export 
subsidies, and of trade preferences was 
urged. The most-favored-nation treatment 
was endorsed as a means of preventing dis- 
crimination. 

The establishment of customs unions was 
approved only on condition that duties and 
other trade restrictions be eliminated, that 
such unions be open to all American na- 
tions, and that tariff rates not be increased 
against nonparticipating nations except on 
the basis of the unconditional most-favored- 
nation clause. 

Other resolutions adopted by the commit- 
tee follow 

No state enterprises to be organized for 
trading purposes; any governmental com- 
mercial operations that exist to be conduct- 
ed on a purely commercial basis. 

Termination of Government war contracts 
to give consideration to the economic ef- 
fects upon the countries affected, with 
equality of treatment for domestic «and 
foreign producers. 

International agreements to facilitate 
the distribution of production surpluses, 
KZiving due consideration to the participa- 
tion and interests of all consuming coun- 
tries. 

Arbitration for settlement of commercial 
controversies 

Development of measures to promote sta- 
bility in mining industries and elimination 
of policies of preferential treatment to min- 
erals from non-Amercan countries. 

Study by the Inter-American Financial 
and Eeonomie Advisory Committee, a gov- 
ernmentally organized body, of problems 
of economic demobilization and products 
of post-war importance to the American 
republies, 

Adoption of measures for export of man- 


ufactured articles to supplement raw ma 
terial exports. 

Studies to achieve diversification of pro- 
duction on a sound basis 

The Transportation Committee, of Which 
Dr. Alejandro Shaw of Argentina is chair- 
man, recommended that a conference of 
the twenty-one American republics be 
called as soon as possible to plan expan- 
sion of hemispheric transportation by air, 
sea and land after the war. Another reso- 
lution proposed establishment of a special 
inter-American organization of shippers, 
exporters, importers and Government rep- 
resentatives to study freight rates and their 
effect. 

A resolution dealing specifically with 
ecean shipping called on the Inter-Ameri- 
ean Financial and Kconomic Advisory Com- 
mittee to make a special study of the pos- 
sibility of reducing shipping rates. 

Several recommendations are included in 
another shipping resolution. One, aimed at 
éeiimination or reduction of subsidies, asks 
for amendment of laws restricting inter- 
national shipment of freight to national 
vessels. Another is that consideration be 
given to ship construction in the United 
States after the war for use by the other 
American republics, with the latter being 
allowed to charter surplus United States 
merchant vessels, left over from the war, 
during the construction period for new 
ships. Young men from the other Americas 
should be trained in the United States Mer- 
chant Marine Academy, according to an- 
other recommendation. 

Aviation recommendations included re- 
duction of rates, stepping up of service, 
adoption of agreements for the use of air- 
ports, standard regulations and surveys of 
facilities, and recognition of the importance 
of participation by national capital of the 
eountries involved in the development of 
international air transport. 

Completion and improvement of the Pan- 
American Highway was urged in another 
resolution, as also were development of 
feeder routes, improvement and connection 
of railroads, and improvement in inland 
waterways. Encouragement of further use 
of automobiles in Latin America also was 
recommended 

The resolution favored faeilitation§ of 
tourist travel through easing of require- 
ments, development of travel agencies, and 
stimulation of student travel. 

Iexpansion of communication facilities 
was urged with a policy of regulatory con- 
trol to encourage investment by private 
capital and continuous improvement in ser 
vice by private companies.

FORWARDERS GET RELIEF 


Charges of foreign freight forwarders were exempted from price control by the OPA 

In general, foreign freight forwarders perform all services required for clearance of 
shipments consigned to foreign countries. The exemption became effective May 22, 1944. 

Investigation has shown that there are approximately 500 foreign freight farward- 
ing establishments in the United States, and that the current volume of business is only 
approximately 50 per cent of the pre-war level. This has resulted in an over-supply of 
these services, which has permitted competition to operate in a normal fashion. Conse- 
quently, the prices charged for these services have not risen, nor do they threaten to 
rise, in a manner inconsistent with the Price Control Act 

Heretofore, the ceiling prices were the highest charge made by each forwarder in 
March, 1942, for the same service In recent months, consideration had been given to 
establishing specifie dollar-and-cent ceilings in this field. These plans have been aban- 
doned with the disclosure that charges already are well stabilized. It has, therefore, 
been deemed desirable to place foreign freight forwarders on the same basis as custom 
house brokers, whose charges were exempted from price control in August, 1943. (Amend- 
ment No. 48 to Revised Supplementary Regulation No. 11 exceptions for Certain Ser- 


vices—effective May 22, 1944.) 
NATURAL MENTHOL 


Importers of natural menthel, who contracted before April 17, 1944, to purchase this 
commodity at prices above the ceiling which went into effect on that date, may apply 
for a special ceiling price on their resale, the OVA announced, 

To qualify for a special ceiling on the resales, importers must show that they had 
an irrevocable letter of credit established prior to April 17, 1944, pursuant to a contract 
to purchase natural menthol at a price in excess of the established ceiling. This ceiling 
ix 815.00 per pound, duty paid, f.o.b. U. S. port of entry. 

This action, effective Way 17, 1944, is taken to provide «a method of relief for those 
resellers who would otherwise entail a considerable loss by selling at the existing ceil- 
ings. These ceilings are $16.50 per pound on quantities of 500 pounds or over in original 
containers and slightly higher levels for smaller quantities. 

Applications must be made in writing to the Export-Import Price Branch, OPA, in 
Washington, D. (., and must include (1) the date of purchase, (2) the price paid and 
terms of sale, G3) the total quantity received or to be received, (4) an itemized statement 
of all import expenses, and () a copy of the irrevocable letter of credit. (Amendment 
No. 1 to Order No. 13 under the Maximum Import Price Regulation—effective May 17, 1944.)

An 
agent shall not execute the declaration of a nominal consignee unless he is acting as 
agent for a nominal consignee. If the agent has knowledge of the facts and is author- 
ized under a proper power of attorney to execute the declaration of the principal (con- 
signee), no further declaration of the consignee shall be required; otherwise a declara- 
tion of the consignee on customs Form 3347-A shall be produced with the entry or a 
charge for the production of such declaration made against the appropriate entry 
bond.** No separate bond of the agent shall be required. [T.D. 51048.]

(1) “Jackson belt fastener,” a belt splicing device, consisting of an assembly plate, 
two lock washers, two bolts, and two nuts, all of special design, imported knocked down, 
is dutiable at 45 per centum ad valorem under paragraph 397 of the tariff act, as an 
entirety, and not as nuts, bolts, and washers under paragraph 330.

a uniform and established practice, it shall be applied only to such or similar merchandise

TOLERANCE PROVISIONS IN PARAGRAPHS 1101 AND 1102, 
TARIFF ACT OF 1930 


Reference is made to C/L 1465, dated November 2, 1935, in which the Bureau expressed 
the view that the tolerance should be computed on the basis of the total weight of the 
contents of each bale or package, so that the quantity of 44s to be permitted in a bale or 
package of wool imported as not finer than 40s, or of 46s in a bale or package of wool 
imported as not finer than 44s, should not exceed the quantity of such finer wools that 
would be found if the entire contents of the package were sorted, and that this practice 
should be applied whether the wools are imported in the fleece or otherwise. 

there is quoted below for your information and guidance a portion of a communication 
of October 26, 1943, from the Department of Agriculture: 

“The method of inspection for the determination of the grade of wool in the fleece, as 
set forth in the publication marked ‘Amend. No, 2 to S.R.A. No. 135’, dated November, 1942, 
was, with the establishment of the official standards in 1926, interpreted as the proper 
method for the determination of the grade of wool in the fleece in accordance with such 
standards. 

“Until stated in the amendment of November, 1942, the Rules and Regulations did not 
include reference to methods for grade determination, being concerned with provisions 
governing the distribution of the practical forms of the standards. However, at the time 
of the establishment of the 7-grade series of the standards in May, 1923, a method relating 
to the grading of the fleece was included in the promulgation order, the paragraph reading 
as follows: 

“‘Section 8 For the purposes of grading: Wool in the fleece shall be designated by 
the grade of the largest proportion of the fibers of the fleece.’ 

“It will be seen, therefore, that the Department has, from the early stages of the 
standardization work, identified grade placement of the wool in the fleece with the grade 
designation of the bulk or predominant fineness of such wool. From the foregoing it is 
obvious that the Department has regarded this method for the determination of the grade 
of wool in the fleece, in accordance with the official standards, to have been the correct 
practice since the establishment of these standards in 1926. 

“It follows that if a bale or package of wool in the fleece was found to contain no 
fleeces grading as units finer than 44s, for example, the bale or package would not be 
considered to contain wool finer than 44s even though there could be sorted from in- 
dividual fleeces contained in such bale or package, quantities of wool finer than 44s.” 

Insofar as the determination of the grade of wool imported in the fleece is concerned, 
the information contained in the C/L 1465 is hereby superseded, 

An appropriate amendment is being made to section 13.16, Customs Reculations of 1945, 
the effect of which will be to delete reference to a sorting test. [C/L 2451]

CUSTOMS DRAWBACK 


Note.—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouse or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation 
within a period of three years, and in the case of grain for ten months. Drawback {!s 
also allowable upon the exportation of articles manufactured or produced in the United 
States with the use of imported merchandise; meats cured with imported salts; flavoring 
extracts; medicinal or toilet preparations manufactured in the United States with the 
use of domestic alcohol on which internal revenue tax has been paid: supplies for vessels 
manufactured or produced with the use of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol 
and articles on which nrocessing or excise tax has been paid.

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CONSERVATION ORDER M-374—BEVERAGE CANE SPIRITS—WPB 


The Bureau has been advised of the issuance, effective May 5, 1944, of an amendment 
to Conservation Order M-574 This order imposes certain restrictions on the production 
and importation of beverage cane spirits. 

There are quoted below for your information and guidance the amended parts of the 
order directly pertaining to the importation of the spirits in question: 

“Sec. 3293.616 

“(a) Definitions. 

“(3) ‘Import’ means to transport in any manner into the continental United States 
or into Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands of the United States, or the territories of Hawaii 
and Alaska, from any foreign country, or from any territory or possession of the United 
States other than those mentioned above. It includes shipments into a free port, free 
zone or bonded custody of the United States Bureau of Customs (bonded warehouse) in 
the continental United States and shipments in bond into the continental United States 
for transhipment to Canada, Mexico or any other foreign country. 

“(c) Restrictions on imports of beverage cane spirits. On and after March 15, 1944, 
no person shall import, attempt to import, purchase for import, or make any contract or 
other arrangement for the importing of any beverage cane spirits without first having 
obtained authorization to do so from the War Production Board. This paragraph applies 
to the importation of beverage cane spirits regardless of the existence on March 15, 1944, 
or thereafter, of any contract or other arrangement for importation 

“(e) Exeeptions. 

[Added] “(3) To shipments of beverage cane spirits in bond into the continental United 
States for transshipment to Canada, Mexico or any other foreign country 

[Added] “(4) To any bank or other person who participates, by financing or other- 
wise, in anv arrangement which such bank or person knows or has reason to know in- 
volves the importation after March 15, 1944, of beverage cane spirits, provided such bank 
or person either has received a copy of the authorization issued by the War Production 
Board under the provisions of paragraph (4). or is satisfied from known facts that the 
proposed transaction comes within the exceptions set forth in this paragraph (c) [c/L 
2441, Supplement 1.]

REPORT TREATY HISTORY OF THE NORTHEASTERN FISHERIES 


The Tariff Commission will shortly release a report covering treaties, agree- 
ments, and international arbitration awards affecting the activities of United States 
fishermen along the Northern Atlantic coasts of North America. 

The report deals in some detail with the earlier troubled development of the 
northeastern fisheries and discusses the substance as well as the results of numerous 
treaties and executive agreements by which the rights of our New England fishermen 
to operate in British North American waters were aggressively and progressively fos- 
tered and protected. Probably no other industry of the United States has figured so 
prominently in international relations as our northeastern fisheries. 


Recent discussions concerning some international aspects of post-war fishery prob- 
lems have made issuance of the report timely. Although almost all of the basic mate- 
rial in the report has been available in published documents of the Department of 
State and at the Library of Congress, heretofore no one official document has presented 
the substance of all the treaties, agreements, and awards, together with their effect 
on the fisheries. In the belief that such a document may furnish useful background 
information for the consideration of our post-war fishery problems, the Tariff Com- 
mission is issuing this report.

The War Food Administration reports that the quantity of sugar entered for con- 
sumption from all offshore areas during January-April amounted to 1,580,233 short tons, 
raw value. For the corresponding period last year the quantity entered totaled 1,320,772 
tons. The figures are subject to change after final outrun weights and polarization data 
for all entries are available. 

A total of 169,146 short tons of sugar, raw value, was marketed by the mainland cane 
urea and 251,342 tons by the continental beet area during January-March, 1944, as com- 
pared with 95,607 tons and 241.125 tons, respectively, during the same period of 19438.

ARGENTINA LIFTS EMBARGO ON EDIBLE VEGETABLE OIL EXPORTS 
United States Department of Agriculture—Office of Foreign Agricultural Relations 


The Argentine Government's prohibition on exports of edible vegetable oilseeds and 
their corresponding oils was lifted on April 24, according to a report to the office of 
Foreign Agricultural Relations. The prohibition was imposed on May 6, 1943, for sun- 
flowerseed and oil and on June 6 for peanuts, cottonseed and rapeseed and their corre- 
sponding oils, because of poor oilseed crops that year and fear of a shortage in supplies 
of edible vegetable oils for domestic requirements. 

The four oilseeds referred to supply the raw materials for virtually all of the edible 
vegetable oil produced in Argentina. The poor crop last year is attributed in part to the 
severe drought which prevailed during the late months of 1942 and the early months of 
a — in part to a 10 per cent reduction in the total area sown to edible oilseed crops 
in 1942-43. 

Removal of the export embargo at this time indicates that 1944 oilseed crops are not 
only large enough to meet all domestic requirements for edible vegetable oils but also 
to allow a surplus for export either in the form of seed or oil. The decree of April 24 
provides, however, that exports will be subject to export permits. 

Only in recent years has the edible vegetable oil industry in Argentina shifted to an 


export basis. In the late 1920's domestic production of such oils supplied less than a 
third of the country’s total requirements of around 58,000 tons annually. The balance had 
to be imported. By 1942 domestic requirements had increased to 100,000 tons, imports 


had become insignificant and the country was exporting in excess of 95,000 tons annually. 

Sunflowerseed is the chief raw material from which Argentina produces edible vege- 
table oils. During the 3-year period, 1939-1941, that crop accounted for about 70 per cent 
or the annual preduction. Cottonseed supplied 14 per cent, peanuts 9 per cent, and rape- 
seed most of the balance. While no estimates of the 1944 cottonseed, peanut and rapeseed 
crops are yet available, the trade now places the sunflowerseed crop at between 900,000 
and 1,000,000 short tons. This compares with the poor crop of 372,000 tons in 1943 and 
with the previous record of 738.000 tons in 1942.

OPA SECTION 1.6 OF MPR 445 AS AMENDED 


The Association requested advice from the Office of Price Administration as to the 
application of section 1.6 which deals with the refiguring of maximum prices It was the 
view of the Association that items Which had been priced under section 1.5 are not 
included in the provisions of section 1.6 and, therefore, any differences in costs which 
might arise after maximum price had been established for an importer under section 1.8 
need not be reflected im reduced prices if the costs had actually shown a reduction and 
could not be reflected in increased prices. You will note that the Office of Price Admin- 
istration agrees with this conelusion but points out that where an application has been 
submitted on the basis of estimates for certain items, such as ocean freight, war risk 
end marine insuranee, ete., the prices to be established must be in accord with the exact 
eosts of the first shipment brought into the United States. 

Please note carefully the explanation of the Office of Vrice Administration as to the 
upplication of section 1.6 with respect to items which were priced under sections 1.4 and 


Ld. It is also sugeested that in studying the communication from the Office of Vrice 
Administration you bear in mind the language of section 1.6 Which states that an impor- 
ter must refigure his maximum prices for items which were priced under section 1.4 or 

> “before making any sales from a particular purchase.” It, therefore, follows that if 
un importer does not make any sales from a particular importation, he need not deter- 


mine his net eost therefor according to section 1.5. [Letter No, 136.] 

“This is in reference to your letter dated March 1, 1944, wherein you re quest interpretation 
of certain provisions of Maximum Price Reguiation 445. 

“You present the case of an importer who has established maximum prices wider Section 
1.8 Subsequent to the time that his prices were established, the importer’s wet cost inmereases 
or decreases. You ask whether under such circumstances he may ve figure the maximum prices 
which he established wider Section 1.8 

“Prices which are established under Section 1.8 may not be refigured in accordance with 
Section 1.6, since that latter section applies only to prices established wider Sections 1.4 or 
1.5. Prices established under Section 1.8 are, however, subject to adjustment as) provided in 
Section 1.8 (d), (l), (i) to reflect differences between actual and estimated costs. 

You also present the case of an importer who has an initial maximum price under Section 
1.4 and 1.5. Later the importer makes a new purchase at a net cost of 80 cents per case less 
than the net cost of the purchase upon which the initial maximum prices were based. On the 
basis of that purchase he establishes refigured maxrimum prices. He then makes a third pur- 
chase incurring @ net cost which is 20 cents per case less than the net cost uwyon which his 
initial maximum prices were based You ask whether under such circumstances he may or must 
refigure his prices basing them upon the net cost for the third purchase. 

“The fact that the net cost of the third purchase is 20 cents per case less than the net cost 
for the purchase upon which the initial prices were based is not a relevant Jactor in determin- 
ing whether the prices may or must be refigured. The only relevant factor is the amount of 
difference in the net cost of the third purchase and the net cost of the purchase upon whieh 
the refigured maximum prices were based. If the amount of difference in the net cost for the 
third purchase and the net cost for the purchase upon which the refigured maximum prices are 
hased is less than 25 cents per case, the importer may not refigure his maximum prices, In 
brief, in determining whether he is required or permitted to establish refigured maximum prices 
for an item the importer uses the net cost of the purchase upon which the most recently re- 
figured maximum prices are based and not the net cost of the purchase upon which his initial 
maximum price was based.”

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TERMINATION OF CERTAIN GOVERNMENTAL EXCISE TAX EXEMPTIONS 


A number of sections of the Internal Revenue Code under which various excise taxes 
are imposed contain provisions relating to the exemption from the excise taxes where 
the articles or services with respect to which the tax is imposed are furnished to the 
United States Government. Section 307 of the Revenue Act of 1943 provides for the 
termination of most of these exemptions as of the first moment of June 1, 1944. In certain 
cases the exemption from the excise taxes will be terminated as of the first day of the 
iirst month which begins six months or more after the date of the termination of hostil- 
ities in the present war; and in a very few specific cases the exemption is continued in- 
definitely. 

In section 307(c) of the Revenue Act of 1943 there is a provision to the effect that 
the Secretary of the Treasury is empowered to authorize exemption from the taxes 
imposed by Chapters 19, 29, and 30 of the Internal Revenue Code as to any particular 
articles or services or class of articles or services to be purchased for the exclusive use 
of the United States if the Secretary determines that the imposition of such taxes with 
respect to such articles or services will cause substantial burden or expense which can 
be avoided by granting tax exemption and that the full benefit of such exemption if 
granted will accrue to the United States. It is also provided in section 3807(b) of the 
Revenue Act of 1943 that the amendments in section 307(a) which terminate the exemp- 
tions in the case of sales for the use of the United States, shall not operate to deny an 
exemption otherwise applicable with respect to any article sold pursuant to a contract 
entered into prior to the effective date of the amendments or to any agreement or change 
order supplemental to such contract bearing the same Government contract number. 

The foregoing outlines in general the effect of section 307 of the Revenue Act of 1943 
in terminating or continuing excise tax exemptions in connection with articles or services 
furnished to the United States, and there will follow a statement of the situation with 
respect to exemption status of each type of tax or class of services and articles affected. 

(1) Retailers’ Excise Taxes 

The exemption from the retail dealers’ excise taxes with respect to sales by retail- 
ers of 

Jewelry; Furs; Toilet Preparations; and Luggage 
for the exclusive use of the United States is terminated as of the first moment of June 1, 
1944, except with respect to an article sold pursuant to a contract entered into prior to 
June 1, 1944, or pursuant to any agreement or change order supplemental to such contract 
bearing the same Government contract number. 

(2 Manufacturers’ Exeise Taxes 

(a) The exemption from the manufacturers’ excise taxes with respect to the follow- 
ing articles sold by the manufacturer, producer, or importer for the exclusive use of the 
United States, or the right to a credit or refund of the taxes paid if the articles are 
resold for such use, is terminated as of the first moment of June 1, 1944, except with 
respect to an article sold pursuant to a contract entered into prior to June 1, 1944, or 
pursuant to any agreement or change order supplemental to such contract bearing the 
same Government contract number: 

Automobile truck chassis and automobile truck bodies; other automobile chassis and 
bodies; parts and accessories for auton iles; tires and tubes: mechanical refrigerators 
and self-contained air conditioning units; sporting goods; electric, oil, and gas appliances; 
photographic apparatus: business and store machines; electric light bulbs and tubes; 
matches; electrical energy; gasoline; and lubricating oil. 

(b) The exemption with respect to the following articles when sold by the manu- 
facturer, producer, or importer for the exclusive use of the United States, or the right 
to a credit or refund of the taxes paid if the articles are resold for such use, is terminated 
as of the first day of the first month which begins six months or more after the date of 
the termination of hostilities in the present war: 

Pistols and revolvers; firearms; shells and cartridges; and radio receiving sets, phono- 
xraphs, phonograph records, and musical instruments. 

(3) Telegraph, Telephone, Radio and Cable Facilities 

The exemption with respect to payments for services or facilities within the scope 
of section 3465(a)(Q1) of the Internal Revenue Code, furnished to the United States, will 
not be applicable in respect of messages and dispatches originating on and after June 1, 
1944. The exemption with respect to payments for services or facilities within the scope 
of section 3465 (a)(2) and (3) of the Internal Revenue Code, furnished to the United 
States, is terminated with respect to amounts paid pursuant to bills rendered on and 
after June 1, 1944. However, these exemptions will not be terminated in respect of pay- 
ments received for services or facilities furnished to a corporation created by Act of Con- 
eress to act in matters of relief under the Treaty of Geneva of August 22, 1864 (The 
American Red Cross). 

The Secretary of the Treasurer has authorized a continuation of the exemption with 
respect to any payment for telegraph, telephone, cable, radio or leased wire services or 
facilities taxable under section 3465 of the Internal Revenue Code which are furnished 
directly to the United States and for which payment is made directly by the United States; 
provided that nothing in the authorization shall be construed to authorize any exemption 
as to payments for services or facilities furnished to a contractor or other person operat- 
ing under a contract to perform work on behalf of, or to furnish articles or materials to, 
the United States Government or any agency thereof. 

(4) Transportation of Persons 

The exemption with respect to the tax on the transportation of persons where the 
services or facilities are furnished to the United Sates, shall terminate as of the first 
moment of June 1, 1944, except in the case of a corporation created by Act of Congress 
to act in matters of relief under the Treaty of Geneva of August 22, 1864 (The American 
ted Cross). Under the authorization of the Secretary of the Treasury a continuation of 
the exemption is granted as to any payment for transportation of persons furnished to 
the United States upon a United States Government transportation request. 

(1) Transportation of Property 

Exemption from the tax on the transportation of property to or from the Govern- 
ment of the United States terminates as of the first moment of June 1, 1944, except (a) 
with respect to amounts paid for the transportation of property to or from a corporation

created by Act of Congress to act in matters of relief under the Treaty of Geneva of 
August 22, 1864 (The American Red Cross); (b) with respect to amounts paid to the Post 
Othee Department for the transportation of property; and (e) with respect to amounts 
paid by or to the War Shipping Administration for the transportation of property by 
wiater from one point in the United States to another, except between points on the Great 
Lukes. The Secretary of the Treasury has authorized a continuation of the exemption 
irom the tax on the transportation of property to or from the Government of the United 
States shipped on a United States Government bill of lading. 

The authorization of the Secretary of the Treasury, dated April 29, 1944, under 
authority of which the exemptions are continued with respect to payments for (1) tele- 
vraph, telephone, cable, radio or leased wire services or facilities furnished directly to 
the United States and for which payment is made directly by the United States, (2) trans- 
portation of persons furnished to the United States upon a United States Government 
transportation request, and (3%) transportation of property to or from the Government 
of the United States shipped on a United States Government bill of lading, specifically 
provides that such authorization, unless sooner terminated, shall expire at the close of 
the last day of the month immediately preceding the first month which begins six months 
or more after the date of the termination of hostilities in the present war.

BOTTLES OF DISTILLED SPIRITS 


Imperters are urged to advise foreign shippers that all bottles which are controlled 
by Regulations 13 of the Bureau of Internal Revenue with respect to materials which 
must be blown into the bottles must be prepared in foreign countries in exact accordance 
With the rerulations. The regulations require that any glass container for packaging 
distilled spirits of a capacity of one-half pint or greater must have blown into the bottle 
in the case of imported distilled spirits packed abroad the phrase, “Federal law forbids 
sale or reuse of this bottle’ on the shoulder of the bottle, and in the bottom or in the 
body of the bottle the name and the name of the city or country of address of the manu- 
facturer of the spirits, or of the exporter abroad, or the name and the name of the city of 
address of the importer in the United States. There are certain exceptions to the regula- 
tions in the case of cordials, liqueurs, and specialties in bottles which have been held as 
distinetive in shape by the Aleohol Tax Unit. There have been some difficulties with 
respect to bottles imported filled in the United States, and it is suggested that importers 
take immediate steps to be certain that their foreign suppliers are familiar with the 
reculation., [Letter No. 136.] 


LOSSES—DISTILLED SPIRITS IN BARRELS 


In Letter No. 134, issued March 14, 1944, there is quoted a communication from the 
Commissioner of Customs with respect to losses in shipments of distilled spirits in bar- 
rels There follows a further communication from Commissioner Johnson: which indi- 
eates that the ruling made by the Commissioner applies to imports in bulk and in cases. 
{Letter No. 1236.) 

“Reference is made to your letter of March 17, 1944, in regard to the Bureau’s Ietter of 
February 22, 1944 (341.811), concerning allowance in duties on losses in shipments of distilled 
spirits in barrels which are forwarded from the port of arrival in the United States to destina- 
tion under immediate transportation entries. You state that you are taking it for granted that 
the procedure indicated will be followed by collectors of customs and will apply not only to 
distilled spirits but to any importation of alcoholic beverages which may or may not be in- 
spected at the first port of arrival in the United States. 

“Collectors of customs have been advised that the procedure which is outlined in the 
Bureau's letter addressed to you wader date of February 22, 1944, shall govern in the matter 
of allowance for breakage, leakage, or damage under the provisions of paragraph 813, Tariff 
Act of 1930, as amended, and section 15.9, Customs Regulations of 1943. The procedure out- 
lined in the Bureaw’s letter applies to awines, liquors. cordials, or distilled spirits as provided 
for in paragraph 8138, supra, arriving in bulk (barrels) and in cases, which may or may not 
be inspected at the first port of arrival in the United States.” 


IMPORTATIONS OF WINES FROM SICILY 


There follows a copy of a communication we have received from the Foreign Eco- 
nomic Administration with respect to a shipment of Sicilian wines which will arrive in 
the United States shortly. Importers interested in these particular wines should write 
to Mr. Ralph ©. Easton of the Foreign Economic Administration I have been advised 
that the Foreign Economie Administration is not only interested in the particular ship- 
ment described in the communication but also in possible future developments. In com- 
municating on this matter it is, therefore, suggested that vou advise the Foreign Eco- 
nomic Administration of any interest vou might have in developing trade in Sicilian wines 
of various types and kinds. [Letter No. 136.] 

“As we informed you over the telephone, we anticipated receiving shortly a shipment of 
wines from Sicily which awe aill sell for the account of the U. S. Army. The shinner is Carlo 
Pellerino & Company of Marsala, Sicily.

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IMPORT-EXPORT STATISTICS 


Exports of merchandise from the United States during the first three months of 
i944, valued at $3,437,000,000, exceeded by 41 per cent the corresponding total of $2,438,- 
000,000 for the first quarter of 1943, according to figures released by the Bureau of the 
Census, Department of Commerce. The value of exports during the month of March, 1944, 
totaled $1,159,000,000, representing an increase of 17 per cent over the $988,000,000 total 
for March, 1943, and a 7 per cent increase over the $1,086,000,000 figure for February, 1944. 
Iixports have not fallen below the monthly billion-dollar mark since it was first reached 
in May, 1943. Export totals include lend-lease shipments, but exclude shipments to the 
United States armed forces abroad. 

General imports of merchandise into the United States were valued at $359,000,000 for 
March, 1944, almost equaling the December, 1942, figure, which was the highest monthly 
general import total since 1929. Although the March, 1944, figure was well below the 
$553,000,000 value for the record month of June, 1920, it represented a 44 per cent increase 
over the March, 1943, total of $249,000,000 and exceeded the $313,000,000 February, 1944, 
fizure by 15 per cent. 

Imports for consumption for March, 1944, valued at $357,000,000, were 35 per cent 
greater than the total of $264,000,000 for March, 1943, and exceeded the corresponding 
fizure for February, 1944, $304,000,000, by 18 per cent.

STATISTICAL CLASSIFICATION OF DOMESTIC AND FOREIGN 
COMMODITIES EXPORTED FROM THE U. S. 


Part Il of Schedule B, “Numbered Classifications and Articles Includes,” has been 
designed to aid in interpretation and analysis of the form in which United States export 
statistics are compiled. Names of classifications for which export statistics are prepared 
are presented in code number order and under each classification are listed the names of 
selected individual commodities included. 

Part | of Schedule B, “Alphabetic Index” is in the form of a dictionary which con- 
tains both specific names of commodities and general groupings of like commodities. 
While it is primarily designed to facilitate location of the correct Schedule B commodity 
number for insertion on the Shipper’s Export Declaration, it is useful in determining the 
location of particular commodities in the numerically arranged Vart Il. Part I of Schedule 
B may also be purchased from the Superintendent of Documents, Government Printing 
Office, Washington 25, D. C., or your district Collector of Customs for seventy-five cents a 
copy 

Since Schedule B changes from time to time, both with respect to its classifications 
and to the articles which are listed under them, all persons receiving copies of Schedule Bb, 
Part II], should fill out the form shown below so that they will be listed to receive, free of 
charge, all supplements to Schedule B. 

Any questions, comments, or suggestions which you may wish to present in regard 
to Schedule B will be given prompt and careful consideration. [Bureau of Census.] 


CANADIAN TRADERS ASK REVISION OF TARIFF ACT 


The abandonment of the theory of economic nationalism and the revision and simpli- 
fication of the Canadian Tariff Act and the creation of a tariff board or tariff investigating 
committee have been suggested to the Government by the Canadian Importers and Traders 
Association. 

Incorporated in a brief, the suggestions were outlined for postwar changes in policy 
in the interests of furthering international trade. Also included was a recommendation 
that the Customs Act be revised as many of the regulations are obsolete, and those deal- 
ing with values and appraisement value for duty dumping should be amended and clarified. 

A. Herridge, Toronto, is president of the association and C. Descher of Montreal is 
chairman of the local branch. 

The association’s brief points out that the report of the special committee of the 
Cabinet on the post-war reconstruction definitely stated that the search for export mar- 
kets must go hand in hand with a survey of imnort needs. Conseauently, the brief states. 
the association urges the Government to consider in its trade divisions, both export and 
import of woods.

ADDRESSING OF MAIL FOR ARMED FORCES OVERSEAS 


Addresses must be legible. All mail for the members of the armed forces overseas 
should show, in addition to the name and address of the sender, the name, rank or rating 
of the addressee, Army serial number, branch of service, organization, A.P.O. number or 
the naval unit to which he is assigned with the Navy number assigned thereto or name 
of the ship and the post office or fleet post office through which the mail is to be routed, 
as for instance: 

Private Robert Smith (Army Serial No.), 
Company A, 33rd Engineers, 
A.P.O. S07, c/o Postmaster, 
New York, New York. 

Mail for Coast Guard personnel is addressed the same as for Naval personnel except 
that the words “UU. S. Coast Guard” shall be used in place of “U. S. Navy” after the man’s 
hlaidnie 

Numerous inquiries have been received at this office as to whether shipments con- 
taining articles requested by members of the Army personnel Overseas and approved by 
their battalion or commanding officers which exceed the limits of weight and size pre- 
seribed by Order No. 19687 of the Postmaster General, dated January 7, 1943, may be 
divided into two or more parcels and under the present regulations it would not be per- 
missible to accept such shipments if divided into two or more parcels c¢ ng within the 
size and weight limits. Hlowever, a single parcel containing some of the articles requested 
may be mailed to members of the Army personnel overseas, provided it does not exceed 5 
pounds in weight, or 15 inches in leneth, or 36 inches in leneth and virth combined and a 
separate approved request for each such parcel must be furnished in order to be acceptable 
for mailing under the econditions set forth in the Order mentioned.
